3. It wo* ild sere the tine of all concerned if yon ware to alert ell 
the agencies in Sal* burg to tha possibility that FARMS will attempt to sail 
hiaself . In addition to CIC, Dataehaant 35, KB, ZAC ACT OS, ZlPPEJ , and other 
primarily intelligence organisations, Radio Free Europe night also be aamad, 
in wiew of f he poeaibility that PAIR night base steered F«FFAS in that 
direction. 
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
